Long also says, " After Jim Fields kept 
telling niy clients that nothing could be 
done about what Askfcldt was doing, they 
went to the County Bldg. and inside an 
hour had, members of the building 'and 
zoning committee looking to sec if the 
permits already issued Askfcldt should not 
be withdrawn." 

Both Kitto and Titus allege that Ask- 
fcldt got those permits because he told the 
county, ho was renovating a small neigh- 
borhood bar. He did not ;ell them he has 
' plans for a marina that included hosting 
, hundreds of people at ice fishing derbies, 

Kitto and Titus also say that Askfcldt 
has moved dirt on land that Is partially 
wetlands without a permit. They add that 
he has .how built a largo pole barn on top 



of the 100-foot by 300-foot lot's scfufc 
field. 

They also state they he has not gotten 
proper permits to keep his sewer and a 
septic operating under code for the size 
business lie plans to have. 

Another part of the suit alleges that 
Askfcldt did not get permission for the 
one cement and another gravel boat ramp 



he has already. installed from the Army 
Corps, of Engineers. 

Ally. Long said that though the suit was 
filed in Lake County Court on Sept. 25, 
"Askfeldt made himself scarce," and he 
was not served officially until last week.

Retired Mundclcin Mayor Colin McRao 
has tossed his hat back into into the 
political arena. Ho has formally launched 
his candidacy for one of two County 
Board vacancies In DlsL 6. The district is 
I composed of the townships of Fremont 
where McRao Is best known, Wauconda, 
.Cuba, Ela and parts of Liberty viltc and 
Vcmon. ■ 

McRao announced his candidacy by 
showing up at a Lake County Republican 
Central Committee screening session on 
Nov. 4. It was at the ncw.Comfort Inn, 
Rtes. 45 and 83. Mundclcln. Ho was 
interviewed by a panel and answered 
questions along with about 23 other 
candidates, four of them interested in the i 
same job. 

They included incumbents Bruce 
Hansen of Lako Zurich and John Rclndl 
of Mundclcln, former County Board 
member Gerald Beyer of Wauconda and 
Ela Two. Supervisor Robert Grcvcr. 
Wauconda Twp. Republican precinct 
committeeman Howard Bicze Is also 
circulating nominating papers for the 
same opening. 

Two, four-year terms arc to bo filled in 
the spring primary and election. 

McRac, who voluntarily left office last 

spring after 12 years as mayor and two as 

.trustee, said he did not retire to seek a 

second office. He said friends, neighbors 

and associates asked him to do so. 

At present he is a principal in Winch- 
ester Development of Mundclcln, which is 
listed as a real estate service and consult- 
ing firm, McRac appeared before the 
Mundclein Village Board this week asking 
for zoning changes to develop the former 
Jcwcl-Osco plaza as the City Hall Center. 
, McRcsc's lost try for poliiical'officc was 
in 1982 when he was the Republican can- 
didate for the Illinois state Senate scot in

McRac has a long history of nmi-dc- 
vclopment and opposition to widespread 
tax Increases. For instance, he favors a 
limit on die bonding power of the Lako 
County Forest Preserve Dist, of which he 
would be a member if elected lo the 
County Board. Ho also believes the For* 
est Preserve Dist. should bo more selec- 
tive in its purchases for greater public 
benefit 

At the Nov. 4 screening, McRac said he 
would apply the principles of his "private 
enterprise background, including labor 
relations and sales, to a role on the county 
board." Accomplishments come through 
compromise, he said. "Very few things are 
black and while." 

McRao admitted he became well known 
for his anti-development stance. "My ad- 
ministration turned down 5,000 acres that 
could have been annexed," he said. "In the 
tost 20 years we annexed 340 acres. Since 
I left office I would guess 500 acres has 



been added to die village. Until this year 
other major communities with their an- 
nexations made us look like pikers." 

Endorsements for office will be held by 
the GOP Central Committee on Monday, 
Nov, 27.

Lois Pfistcrcr, 66, was found laying on 
the floor in her apartment, bleeding from a 
bullet wound above her eye. 

She was transported to St. Thcrcsc

Rescue Squad where she was pronounced 
dead on arrival. 

O'Connor told police he. had seen a 
white male leave the area after the shot,., 
was fired, describing the vehicle the man 
had driven.

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Children these days are more active, but less fit

Kids are playing a lot In 
organized sports, but doing 
less on their own, and 
showing It. according to 
heallh experts, who say that 
community and school 
athletics are replacing 
pickup games, but don't 
help most children keep fit 
_ or Interested In lifetime 
fitness. 

"Our youth sport 
programs favor, reward, and 
recognize the elite athlete, 11 
said Dr. Michael A. Nelson, 
chairman of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics' 
committee on sports 
medicine, "Competition 
becomes more important as 
you progress through our 
system. The opportunities 
for an average bumbling 
athlete like me to 
participle become limited." 
Nelson, who is in private 
practice in Atbuquerquo, 
N.M.. said an alternative to 
structured sports _ old- 
fashioned, unorganized 
games in which just about 
anyone can play _ arc going 
the way of the dime public 
telephone coll. 

He said ilicsc sandlot 
players arc running out of 
room. Parks arc gelling 



taken over by scheduled 
sports and vacant lots in 
growing urban areas lend to 
get buildings located on 
them. In addition, outdoor 
activity has to compete 
against TV. 

So, there has been a trend 
toward organized sports. Up 
lo 85 percent of pre-teens 
take part, at some point, in 
adult-run athletics. Nelson 
said. 

But these games run in 
limited seasons with limited 
practices and even more 
limited fitness components 
In training, said an official 
of the National Association 
for Sports and Physical 
Education, Rcston, Va. 

These organized sport 
programs do not make kids 
more active in general," said 
program administrator Judy 
Young. 'They may go lo 
sports programs iwice a 
week for an hour, and they 
may get out of breath twice 
In'a sprint down the field." 

Coaches of community 
sports, often don't have the 
training or the interest to 
include a fitness component 
not directly related to the 
specific sport's skills, she 
sold.

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Courage test: bite the bullet on income tax

After another unsuccessful attempt in 
the Illinois General Assembly to provide 
property tax relief fell short in the veto 
session, the question of where do we go 
from here begs on answer. 

January might be one answer— the next 
session. Another answer Is that the 1990 
election will be a battleground over the 
question of lifting or shifting the taxation 
burden from the backs of property owners. 

What the question of lax relief or tax 
reform boils down to is finding new tax 
'sources or increasing old ones to fund 
education, As one sage legislator put it, 
"You can't fund education arid give tax 
relief at the same time." 

Veto session maneuvering on tax relief 
in the General Assembly was an example 
of how Illinois lawmakers step all over 
each other's toes in "finding" tax relief. 
The proposed 5.1,000 homestead 
exemption was a good idea In itself, but it 
wiped out school funding gains from the 



income tax share in many districts all over 
the state. Three local school 
superintendents told this column they 
could kiss the income tax gain goodbye if 
the homestead exemption had been 
approved. 

Such legislative tinkering not only 
keeps everyone confused, but also raises 
doubts about the system. In such a 
climate of uncertainty, isn't it about time 
thai politicians and the public take a deep 
breath and face squarely and honestly the 
fact that a permanent increase in die state 
income tax is the only way out? 

Two Lake County state representatives 
who both supported breaks for 
homeowners have differing views. Rep. 
John Matijevich (D-Waukegan) concedes 
that "wo have to start talking about" the 
income tax. Rep. Robert Churchill (R- 
Lakc Villa) remarked that "Lake County 
taxpayers seem to fare better with the 
existing system"— where the burden of 
school funding falls on the homeowner. 




Members of the House from Lake 
County fragmented on the proposition 
supported by Speaker Michael Madigan 
(D-Chicago). Rep. Virginia Fredericks (R- 
Lake Forest) joined with Matijevich and 
Churchill. Rep. Grace Mary Stern (D- 
Highland Park) and Rep. William 
Peterson (R-Buffolo Grove) voted against 
relief. Rep. Dick KIcmm (R-Crystal Lake) 
did not vote. 

This Lake County diversity pretty 
much reflected the entire state where party 
lino voting was not involved; "There was 
no political arm twisting. Everyone voted 
local needs and personal convictions," 
Churchill pointed out 

If there was any politics attached, it 
was the conviction held by downstaters in 
both parties and collar county 
Republicans, that the relief measure was a 
sop for .Cook County Democrats and a 
way for Madigan to demonstrate his power 
and authority over Mayor Richie Daley. 

There is general agreement on two 



points: tax reform is extremely 
complicated and devising a fair and 
equitable school aid formula Is at the 
bottom of all the turmoil. 

Maybe political leaders should bite the 
bullet and go with a reasonable hike in the 
stale income tax. But do any of the 
lawmakers have the courage to do this?

Nothing like lust, greed and envy to liven things up after 
a hard day's work on the farm. 

Eugcno O'Neill's rarely performed "Desire Under the 
Elms," written in 1924, has alt that and more', including 
infanticide. 

A ploy hauntingly stark to begin with, as presented by 
the American Blues Theater it is plunged even funlicr into a 
world of darkness. 

The Cabot farm of 1850 comes across as a kind of self- 
made prison for its occupants. The set reveals a house plain 
and without personality. 

Elm trees that overlook it ore as lifeless as the patch of 
dirt that stands just outside tho front door. This miserly 
piece of New England land and the hardscrabblc lifestyle it 
demands hardly seems worth tho fuss of worrying about 
inheritance rights. 

In fact, tho only dreams it seems to inspire in the older 
Cabot boys — Peter and Simeon — are to leave it for the 
prospect of finding an easy fortune in California. 

"Desire" tells on old talc — the stuff soap operas dote on— 
but O'Neill's poetic language is as compelling as ever.

Cabot) enters into a marriage of convenience with a young, 
uncommitted bride less than half his 77 years. 

There's animal attraction between her and Ebcn Cabot 
(played by Edward Blatchford) from their quarrelsome 
meeting, even though the young man is wary that this 
newcomer is out to wrest property he feels is rightly his.

*I don't want anybody to havo to ask 
twice," Lcntini said. . 
Lcntini opened Some Other Nuts six 







years ago because she wanted something 
more to do when her kids left home. A 
hobby of baking gave Lcntini the impetus 
to open a nut store as did the lack of one 
in Liberty villc, a downtown area that 
impressed the O- Hare area resident 

Even as the owner of a bulk products 
store, Lcntini tried to give her customers 
personal attention by waiting on them 
individually, rather than Idling them serve 
themselves. 

Customers purchasing tins of nuts as 
gifts started asking Lcntini if she ever 
considered selling candy, Eventually, 
Lcntini added candy as well as cards, non- 
cdiblc gift items for every age group and 
occasion, stuffed animals, coffees, teas, 
cookies and every type of packaging 
Imaginable for her inventory. 

When ordering her gift items, Lcntini 
says she keeps the selection of each 
product line to a minimum because she 
doesn't have to guess at what her 
customers .will like. 

"I don't need a largo stock. I know what 
they want so I limit what I'm buying," 
Lcntini sold. 

In selecting her products, Lcntini says 
she tries to buy items that can cither be ' 
incorporated into a gift basket or can be 
filled with food. 

Lcntini says each month gives 'Some 
Other Nuts' a reason for existence Not 
only. docs she rely on traditional holidays 
for business, but she has used her own 
ingenuity to initiate such programs as a 
registry: for college students in which she 
files their mailing address at school along 
with a list of their favorite nuts and- 
candies. 

At Christmas and Easier, Lcntini allows 
customers to bring their stockings and. 
Easter baskets "that have been around for 
years w right in the store so that ihcy can 
fill them with tho exact amount of foods, 
gifts and toys. 
Some Other Nuts' customers aren't 



always looking for gifts. Lcntini Is very 
receptive to the school children who crowd 
her store on the way home and flock to 
the special section she carries just for 
them. She also doesn't mind if they decide 
they'd rather have 25 cents worth of. 
gummy bears. 

Another group not looking for special 
packages are those who come for bulk rate 
baking supplies like nuts, citron, and red 
and green cherries for holiday fruitcake, 
and Nestles Morsels for Tollhouse 
Cookies. 

Lcntini says One reason she is able lo 
keep costs down is she buys in bulk and 
often sells the same way. Corporations 
will often drop off 50 or more labels when 
ordering gift baskets. 

Satisfied customers are walking 
advertisements for Some Other Nuts, Jim 
Fehling, who happened to bo shopping 
during this interview, said he purchased 16 
Christmas baskets from Lcntini last year, 
as well as two new baby baskets and two 
parents' birthday baskets. Lcntini -let 
Fehling and his wife come in after hours 
to do the Christmas selections. 

Fehling needed only one word to sum up 
Lcntini's business: 
'•'Unbelievable.''

Don't leave business to uninterested kids

Anyone fortunate enough 
to have a profitable 
business to bequeath might 
suppose that your offspring 
will accept it gratefully and 
gracefully when the lime 
comes. But they won't. 

Unless you initiate a 
carefully, thoughtful pro* 
cess of gradual decision* 
making and consensus* 
building, you may bequeath 
nothing but jealousy, bitter 
resentment, and warfare- . 
including the ugliest of all 
forms of litigation in our 
litigious society, the intra* 
family lawsuit. 

Seeing to it that adequate 
discussion takes place while 
you arc still at the helm 
may be your greatest legacy 
to your children. 

The most difficult 
challenge family business 
consultants face is con* 
vincing owner/managers to 
start Die planning process 
and management develop* 
mcnl early. Our second 
most difficult task may- be 
convincing them not to 
bequeath stock in their 
companies equally to all 
children. 
Instinct 

Most parent's; first 
instinct is to structure their 
estate plans on stricdy equal 
grounds. When the estate 
includes majority ownership 
of a business, equal division 
of slock is a sure formula 
for disaster. 
Don't leave shares 

Envy is among the seven 
deadly sins. It is forbidden 
by our 10 Commandments. 
It is also natural to sibling 
relations as pushing your 
brother off a long. Parents 
often try. to stamp out 
jealousy be establishing a 
code of strict equality. The 
parents desperately wont to 
be. remembered as having 
been fair to their different 
needs and choices in life. 

Yet the equal division of 
property is not necessarily 
fair, in fad, it's probably 
never fair. Particularly so in 
the case of a family 
business, because the 
children aren't equally 
involved in the business's, 
growth before the parents' , 
demise and they aren't going 
to be equally responsible for 
it afterward. 

Equity 

What your beneficiaries 
will really care about isn't 
equality but equity: a fair 
balance between different 
' bequests suited thoughtfully 
to their different needs and 
choices in life. 

The two groups of heirs 
to a family business see one 
another as the parasites and 
the plunderers. Those trying 
to run the business resent 
the siblings' and cousins' 
dividends, and potential 
capital gains;.- they try to 
keep the parasites at arms 
length.' 

J The latter grow, 
suspicious at that, and refer 
sarcastically to their 
siblings' salaries, perks, and 
company cars. Their wives 
or husbands say, "When 
your brother's done playing, 
our kids' will be lucky if 



there's anything left in their 
trust funds." ' 
Alternatives 

There arc many 
alternatives to giving 
company stock to non- 
active heirs. The parents' 
estate may contain other 
substantial assets, including 
homes and separate

Similarly, at the time 
you draw up your estate 
plan you may have several 
children working in the 
business to whom you have

investments; the company 
can buy back the outsider's 
shares according to a pre- 
established plan; or extra 
insurance on the mother's 
(or surviving spouse's) life 
can be purchased to 
compensate the outsiders. 

What about small 
minority shares of slock 
that you have distributed to 
children over the years? The 
important thing is to make 
provisions when passing 
the controlling interest to 
your successor, for the 
repurchase of those 
minority holdings at a fair 
price in a timely fashion. 
Passive minority investors 



already given stock, and it 
is unclear which of them 
will eventually take it over. 
The key clement, from the 
point of view of family 
psychology and preventions 
of hostility after their 
parents are gone, is to 
provide explicitly for those 
who leave the company's 
employment to sell their 
stock at an appraised value. 
If questions of future 
ownership and management 
of the business haven't been 
resolved, perhaps not even 
raised, then before calling in 
your attorney, start with an 
organizational or family 
psychologist, whose first 



step will be to interview 
family members and, when 
appropriate, some key 
employees. He or she will 
then facilitate a scries of 
family meetings to grapple 
with . the hard questions: 
"Who's gonna run it? Who's 
gonna own it?" 

Don't leave shares 

The successful transition 
of a business to the next 
generation is a seven - to 
10-ycar process including 
strategically controlled 
growth, personal decisions 
by everyone involved, 
management training, and 
many candid discussions. 
All family members 
including those not 
involved in the business, 
but with a lively interest in 
who inherits the stock, need 
to be informed about the 
plan and its progress.

I'm sure you've heard the commercials offering the 
cheapy airfares. "Flycheap* airlines advertises a price 
of $99 to Miami but upon calling to book your flight- 
you are quoted a price more like $599? So how do 
you get the $99 (are? 

While airline fare rules vary greatly, a few sure bets 
are to book early and plan on a Saturday right stay. 

Most all low fares require at least seven-day advance 
purchase with some as high as 30 days. But more; 
Importantly is the fine print proclaiming "seats are 
limited." 

Airlines never sell all seats at their lowest fare. The 
actual number assigned varies by demand. Let's say 
American has a flight to Denver at 1 p.m., and United 
has ono at 1:15 p.m. American will monitor how quickly 
Unlted's flight Is selling and adjust their Inventory ol 
low-priced seats accordingly on a mlnute-by-mlnute 
basis. That's why your travel agent should monitor 
your reservation if the low fare was hot available when 
you first: booked. 

When is the cheapest time to travel? That varies by 
where you want to go. Cities that are known 'as 
business destinations such as Minneapolis are 
cheaper to fly to on weekends, white fares to Orlando 
are less during the week. 

Tricks of the trade. Sometimes it may be cheaper to 
fly to Los Angeles than Denver., Book" a flight to LA, 
with a connection In Denver, and throw-away the 
Denver to LA coupon.: If you canl stay over a] 
Saturday, you may find It less expensive to buy two 
round-trip tickets and only use the first coupon ol 
each. 

This may sound biased, but call a travel agent rathe 
than the airline. Airline reservatlonlsts, unlike travc 
agents, are trained not to give but the lowest far! 
unless It is requested.

Firs!, the ophlhalmotoolst win painlessly, examlrwthe eye with art ophthalmoscope 
and may pholograph the eye's interior. To determine Iho exlenl of any Wood vessel 
damage noled, a fluorescent dye may be Injected Into the patient's arm and then 
photograpihied at high speed as it passes through the vessels In the eye. This helps 
determine what treatment, if any Is needed,
